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Edgar Hoskins, M. A. 


A LOYAL priest and a true servant of God has 
assed within the Veil in the person of the 
v. Edgar Hoskins, who departed this life on 
Cen t, after an illness of about a week. 
Mr. Hoskins, who was in his seventy-fifth 
ear, belonged to an honoured Guernsey 
amily. He wes educated at Eton and Exeter 
College, Oxford ; he duated in 1853, and 
returned for a time to Eton as a private tutor, 
| Ho was one of the first of the Cuddesdon 
students. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 


| Wilberforce, of Oxford, on behalf of Bishop 


Hamilton, of Sarum, and priest in 1858 by 
Bishop Hamilton, when Mr. Hoskins became 
| Curate of Wilton, and afterwards of St. 
Martin's, Salisbury, where he remained for 
five years. 

In 1863, Mr. Hoskins joined the staff of All 
Saints', Margaret-street, but he did nob re- 
ceive a licence untH 1865 ; there he laboured 

for eighteen years with Mr. Upton Richards 
and Prebendary Berdmore Compton; be bad 
charge of the choir school, of the fabrio, and of 
| the housekeeping arrangements. His care of 
the boys was remarkable, and anybody who 
essayed to make pets of them very soon found 
that they had Mr. Hoskins to reckon with. In 
1881 Mr. Hoskins was presented to the recto 
of St. Mary Magdalene, Old Fish-street, whic 
was afterwards united to the rectory of St. 
Martin, Ludgate Hill ; St. Mary's Church was 
' burnt down in Mr. Hoskins' time, and was not 
; rebuilt, 80 his parochial activities were con- 
| fined to the church on Ludgate Hill, where he 
carried on & careful, solid work, having 
adapted the building to present-day needs 
with singular taste and pms conan 
failing bealth, Mr. Hoskins resigned in 1902, 
and declined to receive any retiring allow- 


ance. 


_ From that time, until his death, Mr. 
Hoskins resided in Bloomsbury-square, where 
he died. But his usefulness by no means 
ceased with his retirement; he was a diligend | 
student of liturgiology, and spent much time | 
in the British Museum, and in the libraries at 
Oxford and Cambridge. The work of St. 
James' Diocesan Home at Fulham also inter- 
ested him much. In the old Public Worship 
Regulation days, Mr. Hoskins was & 
member of the Council of the English 
Church Union, and his opinion on difficult 
questions was often sought by the President, 
and was much valued. He was a constant 
visitor ab the Library of Sion College and the | 
E. C. U. Reading-room, where he would gener- | 
ally arrive late in the afternoon, in time for 
the evening papers. He was very keen on dis- 
tributing telling tracts and leaflets dealing 
with matters in controversy, and he would take 
a Supply about with him in his pocked and 
distribute them among those whom he met. 
% Bolts from the blue” was his playful descrip- 
tion of literature of this character. 
Mr, Hoskins was just a little impatient with 

some of the young clergy, who are called 
*« 8piky,” bud he had a Wwholesome horror of 
the Lum Mundi school, and was filled with 
| devotion to Dr. Liddon, who had a warm 
regard for him. One of the joys of Mr. Hos- 
king' latest days was the publication of Mr. 
Coorg RusselFs little Lite of Dr. Liddon,” 
| which he, more suo, urged everybody to read. 
But the greatest thing remains to be told of 
Mr. Hoskins. Very few of the tens of thousands 
of Churchpeople who have used the Treasury 
of Devotion” during the last thirty-seven years 
knew that Mr. Hoskins was the compiler, and 
that ib was to him that the saintly Bishop 
Hamilton wrote in the following terms from 
| bis death - bed: |

Mr, Hoskins was also the compiler of the 
«Way of Life“ and the Star of Childhood,” 
devotional books for children and young 
people. Some of the results of Mr. Hoskins 
researches into ancient Liturgies appear in 
his book ** Horae Beatae Mariae Virginis ; or 
Sarum and York Primers.” A character in his | 
way, Mr. Hoskins was a loyal, firm, and devoted 
friend ; his dry and subtle humour made his 
company very delightful to those who had eyes | 
to see and ears to hear. He will be greatly 
missed and is gincerely mourned. The last 
time he was at the E. C. U. Office he put his 
head round the door of the secretary's room,
